Rome increases in 
interest continually to the v isitor1, and 
m any years study would be necessary 
for an impression of the city which was 
founded 800 B. C. 
A few of mv own 
personal experiences may be read. Many 
of the picture galleries are closed some 
days during Lent, so the first p art of our 
stay we began to do the galleries. 
I 
hav e walked through miles of art, n a t ­ 
urally lingering longest before pictures 
painted by old masters, whose fame has 
come down through centuries, and whose 
fame will last as long as time endures. 
I stand before sculpture so true to life 
t h a t it annost appears to possess spirit. 
T w o days hav e been spent at the Roman 
Forum where excav ations are contin­ 
ually being made. 
We can now tread

Rome. 
Our g’ ide through the 
Forum has liv ed in Rome » luring the 70 
years of his life. 
He remembers when 
the Forum was an open space for the 
feeding of cattle. 
His wrinkled face 
glowed as he pointed out places, where 
Cicero spoke, where Caesar was killed,— 
where temples stood, parts of the rtiitis 
still intact.When we passed from place 


had numerous driv es out from Rome, the 
most enjoyable was on .Jaiiieulum Hill, 
and 
through 
the priv ate grounds of 
lYinee Doria. 
These grounds are a dorn­ 
ed with ancient statues, beautiful driv e­ 
ways throughout the entire estate, and 
has an indescribable Italian garden. We 
drov e to Pineion Hill, the fav orite re­ 
sort of Roman aristocracy and through 
the garden where Nero's ghost used to 
roam, but now it is a place fit for fairies. 
We sometimes driv e to distant qu a r­ 
ters, then dismiss the cab and wander 
aroumlT not greatly surprised at any 
tiling we see.

think could he see it now, the lower stor­ 
ies being used fof blacksmith shops and 
work shops of all kinds. 
A nother day 
found us upon the oldest bridge across 
the Tiber, hav ing been built 62 B. C. 
Our hotel, which was once a palace of 
the Poli family, is filled with guests from 
ev erywhere, but the majority are Am er­ 
icans. 
Such a clattering of tongues at 
dinner as we compared ev ents of the day. 
The city is filled with v isitors, as it a l­ 
ways is at Easter time. 
The serv ices at 
the churches hav e been intensely inter­ 
esting during Lent. 
1 hav e delv ed into 
many churches but St. P e t e r ’s, which is 
the head of all, is my fav orite place. 
On 
Palm Sunday during serv ices there was 
a processional headed by Cardinal Ram- 
polla. 
I was glad to see the Cardinal 
who came so near being elected Pope. 
Thursday night before Easter this larg­ 
est church in the world was beautifully 
illuminated, which 
ev ent 
occurs only 
once a year. 
Easter Sunday, the g r e a t ­ 
est of all days for Rome, was bright and 
to place his ardor increased, and so did 
ours, as he v iv idly explained the palace w arm - 
Thousands of people were on tin 


of the Vestal Virgins. Of our numerous 
guides, this old man was the most inter­ 
esting, and 1 w ish you might see the dis­ 
gust depicted upon his countenance, as 
lie told of how the Forum was plundered 
for the adorning of later buildings. 
The 
same guide conducted us through the 
* colisseum and no description could excel 
his— this Colliseum 
which 
cov ers six 
acres of land. 
Though but a wreck of 
its original self enough remains to giv e 
a good idea of what it was. 
We also 
v isited the Colisseum by moonlight when 
the ruins are softened. 
Last 
night 
was the crown of all. 
The public was 
inv ited to see the grand old am p h the a tr 
illuminated. 
I think it was the most 
magnificent sight 1 hav e ev er witnessed. 
Two fine Italian bands furnished music 
as we promenaded around the arena, the 
same arena where used to be figlrts be­ 
tween man and beast, and where nav al 
com bats were held. 
We saw the seats 
which were reserv ed for the emperor, 
senators and 
for the 
Vestal 
Virgins. 
When the many colored lights burst from 
the numerous windows of the different 
stories, a feeling of ecstatic awe ov er­ 
whelmed me, and multiplied im agina­ 
tions went trouping through my brain. 
I could see the Christian m artyrs torn 
by the wild beasts,1 could see the g la d­ 
iatorial fights, I could see those prtoud, 
m ig h ty empoAors whose word was law, 
a nd the I eoi Id see all the grandeur of 
this solossus building made to serv e for 
stone puarry. 
A fte r this illumination 
was ov er, the same colored fire was 
throw n upon N e r o’s golden house a d­ 
joining, also upon the Forum. 
When we 
retuiined to the hotel at midnight, I had 
ce rta inly enjoyed an interesting object 
lesson in ancient history. 
One day we went to the P rotestant 
cem etery just inside the walls, and saw 
th e grav es of Shelley, also of Keats, who 
was buried in 1821 just at the side of the 
pyram id erected 12 B. C., under which 
lie th e bones of Caius Cestus.

streets and a gala air prev ailed. 
It was 
estimated that fifty thousand attended 
St. 
P e t e r ’s, where Cardinal 
Ram polla 
conducted mass. 
The church did not 
appear crowded as it accommodates one 
hundred thousand. 
In the Sistine Chap­ 
el the Pope conducted mass. 
It was the 
priv ilege of only four hundred to attend, 
adm ittance being by card, issued only to 
members of the church. 
Ladies were 
obliged to attire in black— as is always 
the ease when they ente* the Pope's 
presence— and no man could enter u n­ 
less in full dress. 
We went for a day ’s outing to Triv oli, 
Villa D ’Esta and to H a dria n's Villa, 
which places join and are fifteen miles 
from 
the 
city.

and at the foot of the Sabine mountains. 
In the distance we could see the A | » enn- 
ines, capped with C arrarra marble. 
We 
passed acres of oliv e orchards and saw 
them gathering the fruit. 
There were 
extensiv e v ineyards on tin* way and hun­ 
dreds of sheep were feeding ou the hills. 
Wheat fields, though not extensiv e, look­ 
ed th rifty. 
1 was told that only from 
the particular kind of wheat raised in 
this country can macaroni 
be made. 
Chickens were plentiful on the way. 
I 
had before noted th a t the combs of the 
Italian chickens are at least twice the 
size of those in IloosierVand. 
We saw 
the Sabine 
women, with 
their dose 
fitting bodices and earrings reaching 
almost to the shoulders. 
If these re­ 
semble the ancient Sabine women, 
I 
wonder why the 
Romans 
wanted 
to 
carry them away. 
Triv oli has 12,000 inhabitants, and is 
splendidly situated, being stretched out 
on the }iills. 
During tin* imperial age it 
was a fav orite resort of Roman nobles. 
The first glimpse of the falls and cas­ 
cades certainly caused a thrill of de­ 
light, the water gushing on all sides. 
The famous Villa D ’Esta. built for the 
son of Luc ret ia Borgia, is well enough 


went into the dungeon of the tomb, 
wherein Beatrice Cenci was held before 
her execution in 159 9 . 
Monday we had a beautiful day for 
Palatine Hill, which place was th e cen­ 
ter of Roman life, at two epochs, fiv e 
centuries apaYt. 
We had a young Ital­ 
ian guide who spoke good English, and 
explained well the arches, frag m ents of 
arches, walls, steps and the remains of 
the palaces of the proud Caesars. 
We were fortu nate in being adm itted 
I to the presence of the Pope Monday 
morning. 
This is considered a great 
priv ilege, and our lucky sta r was in the 
ascendency. 
We had to dress in black, 
and wear lace cov ering ov er our heads. 
In company with about one hundred 
othei*s, we passed the Swiss Guards with 
their striking uniforms, which were de­ 
signed 
by 
Michel 
Angelo,— went 
through some beautiful 
halls of the 
Vatican, were inspected by a high offic­ 
ial who passed ju dg m ent upon our dress. 
Then were ushered into the throne room 
and awaited him upon whom rests the 
power of Catholicism. 
He has a kind, 
benign countenance, but has a look of 
weariness. 
The longer my stay in Rome, the more 
faem ated 1 become with it and regret 
that the time is drawing near when we 
must trav el on.

Fear That the Uprising May Lead to 


Anti-Foreign 
Attacks 
Sim ilar 
to 


Those of Ten Years Ago, Has Arous­ 


ed 
Official 
Apprehension — To 
the 


Coming of the Comet, a Dire Por­ 


tent Among the Chinese, Is Ascribed 


Present Uprising. 


W ashington,'April 1(1. — A dispatch 
from Henry P. Fletcher, charge d ’af­ 
faires at Pekin, received by the state 
department, 
confirms 
the 
reports 
of attacks upon foreign missions at 
Changsha, in the province of Hunan. 
Two English and one Norwegian mis­ 
sion, the dispatch said, had been burn­ 
ed. 
Several British gunboats are re­ 
ported to be on their way to protect 
the missionaries. 
All foreigners are 
safe, Mr. Fletcher reported, and the 
Chinese foreign office gave assurance 
that no anxiety need be felt by foreign 
governments regarding their protec­ 
tion and safety. 
In spite of these assurances, officers 
of the state department are apprehen­ 
sive over the situation. 
They fear a 
recurrence of the anti-foreign attacks 
similar to those which led to the boxer 
uprising ten years ago. 
Among the 
contributory causes of the riot is fear 
of Hailey’s comet, which among the 
ignorant Chinese, is popularly asso­ 
ciated with foreigners, or the “foreign 
devils,” as they call the whites.

The fear of the cities that the offi­ 
cial enumerators may not couut all 
the inhabitants Is exemplified by Seat­ 
tle, which has organized a volunteer 
band of 200 men to follow’ Uncle Sam’s J 
agents and see that every straggler is 
enumerated.

there 
were kicks from Chicago, Omaha and 
other ambitious municipalities which 
thought their ratings too low. 
It is certain that New York will still 
hold her primacy among American 
cities and vvill be well over the 4.O00,- j 
OOO mark. Chicago will, of course, be 
second, with between 2,000.000 and 
3.000.000. 
Philadelphia will hold third 
place, with considerably more than 
1.000.000. St. Louis and Boston should 
be well up toward 1,000,000 each, with 
Baltimore not far behind.

will take ti long step ahead, as she has 
been consolidated with Allegheny and 
other outlying boroughs since the last 
census.

Replies to enumerators are and must 
be held by the census bureau iii strict 
aud absolute confidence. 
All the United States census officials, * 
supervisors, supervisors* clerks, euu- j 
monitor* and interpreters lief ore en- j 
tering upon their duties are obliged to 
take a solemn oath not to disclose any j 
Information they may obtain except to 
Ute census bureau, and a violation of 
the United States law in regard to this 
oath means a $1.1*nj fine or imprison- ; 
merit for two years, or troth, iii the dis­ 
cretion of tho court. 
If any adult person refuses or will-, 
fully neglects to answer ail euumer- J 
ator's questions or if any person will- J 
fully gives answers that are false he 
or she can be arrested, carried to court . 
and tined up to $100. 
Keepers of ho­ 
tels, apartment houses, boarding or 
lodging houses, tenements or other 
buildings in which persons make their 
homes must help the enumerator when 
asked or they will be liable to arrest 
and punishment by a fine up to $500.

Child Labor Statistics. 
The occupation question applies to 
everybody. 
The census board holds 
I that the occupation followed by a child 
I or a woman is just as important for 
census purposes .as the occupation of 
a man. Therefore the enumerators are 
J told never to take it for granted with- 
} out inquiry that a woman or child old 
enough to work has no gainful occu­ 
pation. 
It is {jointed out, however, that only 
gainful occupations are to be report­ 
ed. 
By this is meant any employment, 
i work, profession or vocation by which 


j the person working regularly earns 
I money or its equivalent. The fact that 
i a person has no gainful occupation is 
! to be noted on the schedule, 
lf a per- 
1 son is only temporarily unemployed on 
account of lack of work or sickness or 
other temporary reason the occupation 
which that person usually follows is to 
be reported. 
If a person bas two occupations tho 
enumerator must return only the more 
important one—that is, the one from 
which the person gets the more money. 
If that cannot be learned, then he is to 
return the one at which the person 
spends tile more time. 
In the case of a woman doing house­ 
work in her own home without salary i 
I 
or wages and having no other employ­ 
ment the entry is to be that she has 
no occupation. 
But a woman working j 
at housework for wages will be re­ 
turned as housekeeper, servant, cook 
or chambermaid, as the case may be. 
Or lf a woman, in addition to doing 
housew’ork In ber own home, regularly 
earns money by some other occupa­ 
tion, whether pursued in her own home 
or outside, that occupation will be re­ 
turned. 
A woman working regularly at out­ 
door farm work, even 
though she 
works on the home farm for her hus­ 
band, son or other relative and does 
not receive money wages, will be re­ 
turned as a farm laborer. 
But a wo­ 
man who herself operates or runs a 
farm will be reported as a farmer 
aud not as a farm laborer. 
If any child, of whatever age, is reg­ 
ularly earning money, the employment 
which he or she follows will be re­ 
turned as an occpatlon. 
This applies 
also to a child working for board 
away from home. 
If any person is 
attending school or college and at the 
same time Is regularly earning money 
at some gainful occupation the enu­ 
merators are to return that occupation. 


Senator Gore Encouraging the Raising 
of Corn in Oklahoma. 
Senator Gore of Oklahoma made an 
offer recently to pay the expense of a 
trip to Washington next winter for 
the Oklahoma boy who raises the hu ­ 
gest crop of corn on tin acre of ground. 
The conditions are that the boy must 
be under sixteen years old and must 
have done all the work himself. 
The senator announced the other day 
that he will have between 3,000 aud 
4,000 competitors for the prize. 
The 
department of agriculture has prom­ 
ised to furnish information about the 
growing of corn for the benefit of the 
boys w’lio ask for it, and most of the 
young farmers believe they can in­ 
crease Ute yield if they have scientific 
advice. 
The original offer read for boys, but 
the senator has two letters from girls 
asking permission to take part in the 
contest. 
They are Mamie Tennant of 
Y u k o n and Anna Morrison of Ochela­ 
ta. The senator wrote them that they 
would be considered as contestants 
and given the same chance as the 
boys: also that he would be as glad 
to see a girl win as one of the boys. 
In a similar coutest in South Caro- 1 
lina last year a boy raised 155 bushels 
of corn on an acre of land.

After the commission of last lesson

ber of the K entucky legislature.

others are John W. Collender, Perry 
Simpson, W. C. Webb, Jerry S. Carter.

A fter tilling the box with a rich 
loam plant in front a row of dwajtf 
nasturtium s grow n for the leaves and 
seeds. 
In the back of the box. next the win­ 
dow, sowr parsley seed, resowing as 
soon as a few inches have been picked 
and used. 
In the middle of the box 
sow other herbs. 
These in the proper 
season should be washed and carefully 
dried, after which they are broken up 
and put into wide mouthed jars, on 
the outside of which the contents are 
clearly marked. 
The 
fresh 
nasturtium 
leaves 
add 
much to the flavor of a salad. 
They 
may 
be chopped up and added to 
sauces and gravies, or the seeds also 
may be chopped and used as season­ 
ing or used in any of the following 
way s: A few seeds put into a bottle 
or jug of vinegar will keep it clear, a 
few nasturtium seeds added to mixed 
pickles improve them wonderfully , and 
a half dozen of these seeds added to a 
bowl of sliced pickles, beets or cu­ 
cum bers add much to the flavor of 
both. 
Tw o or three seeds chopped w ith an 
onion when m aking hash improve the 
flavor of this homely dish. 
To any 
mixture, 
such 
as stuffed 
tomatoes, 
stuffed peppers, caper or ta rta r sauce, 
nasturtium seeds chopped are an Im­ 
provement.
